Rocuester, April 4.—The condition 
of Edwin Booth is much improved 
this morning. He arose and shortly 
thereafter was visited by Dr. Sumner, 
who found him able to speak quite 
plainly. Booth breakfasted in his 
room. Dr. Sumner, on being inter- 
viewed, said: ‘‘ Booth is feeling a 
great deal better to-day. I did not 
consider his case last night alarming. 
I found he had sustained a slight 


shock of paralysis, which prevented 
the power of speech. The paralysis 
effected his entire left side, and it was 
thought at first that the attack would 
pass away in a few moments. His 
condition was indeed pitiful, as he lay 
there in the dressing-room, looking ap- 
pealingly at Barrett and myself, un- 
able to speak a word. I think with 
arest of a week or ten days Booth 
will be able to keep his engagements. 
Last night’s attack, however, is a pre- 
monition of what is bound to come. I 
think within a few years Booth will 
suffer a final attack.’’ 

Booth’s manager, Arthur B. Chase, 
said: ‘‘I have no doubt the immedi- 
ate cause of his attack is excessive 
cigar smoking. Booth smokes twenty 
strong imported cigars a day, and fre- 
quently uses a pipe. I think he will 
smoke fewer in the futare.”’ 

Booth, accompanied by his Ser

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A Destructive Storm. 

Minneapouis, April 4.—During the 
past two days South Dakota and Min- 
nesota have been swept by a series of 
wind storms, which cost millions. of 
dollars of damage to property, and sev- 
eral lives have been lost. The storm 
started Monday night and swept over 
a large area south of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad in Dakota, extending 
into the southern tiers of counties 
in this State. The greatest damage 
has not been caused by wind alone, 
but in many places fires, fanned into 
fury by the storms, wiped out of exis- 
tence several small villages and hun- 
dreds of farm houses, rendering hun- 
dreds of families homeless. The 
towns almost completely destroyed 
are Bolin, Olivet, Pukwana, Lester- 
ville and Mt. Vernon, and three or 
four other villages are badly damaged. 
Many herds of cattle, sheep and hogs 
also perished. In many places the 
crops are covered by loose sand and 
dust, and will have to be replanted. 
Travel was suspended on some lines of 
roads, so great was the force of the 
wind. The storm has abated some- 
what, but the wind is yet high enough 
to keep the fires burning fiercely, and 
further heavy losses are almost certain. 
The damage in Minnesota is much less 
than in Dakota, as the force of the 
storm was pretty well spent before it 
reached the border. The loss in South 
Dakota is $2,000,000 at a low estimate. 


An Imperial Order. 
Beruin,April 4—An Impera! order in 
relation to the loss of officers and men 
belonging to the German Navy by 
the recent hurricane at Apia has 
been issued. The Emperor says he 
laments that by God’s will the officers 
and men statiuned at Samoa, who, in 
December staked their lives for the 
Em rand Empire, lost their lives 
while'n the faithful performance of 
their duty.

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Boulangerism Thought to be Ended 

Paris, April 4.—The Opportunists 
and Radicals journals declare that 
Boulangerism ended with the flight 


of Boulanger, but that the prosecution 
of the General must continue. 

Paris, April 4.—The Ministry has 
asked the Chamber of Deputies to 
sanction the prosecution of Boulanger. 

In making the request the Govern- 
ment submitted it to the Chamber in 
which it reviewed the career of Bou- 
langer since the. Commune, and 
charges him with attempting the de- 
stru ‘tion of the Republic, and declares 
that the offense comes under the sec- 
tion of the penal code dealing with 
conspiracy, and attempts to overthrow 
an established Government.

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Two Freight Trains Collide 
at Laughton’s Switch. 


Marry Wiilsen and J. H. Myseg- 
ader are Milled and a Fire- 
man Badly Injured. 


A very serious collision occurred 
this morning at about 10:30 between 
freight trains Nos. 9 and 10 at Laugh- 
ton’s Springs, in which Harry Wilson, 
a Reno raised boy, and J. H. Myseg- 
ader, a fireman, lost their lives. 

It seems that the trains in question 
met at Laughton’s switch, and on a 
sharp curve in the road the two came 
together, badly wrecking the engines 
78 and 371, besides completely wreck- 
ing twelve or fourteen cars and smasb- 
ing five or six to kindling wood. 

Conductor Clark, of train No. 9, 
Eastward bound, tells the following 
story: ‘‘As we were coming round the 
curve I saw immediately in front of me 
train No, 10, and I Jumped off the en- 
gine of my train when they came to- 
gether. I immediately dropped down 
in the ditch for fear the shock would 
explode a car of powder that I had in 
my train. As soon as the smoke and 
steam died away, I saw

With his head in the smokestack and 
his feet sticking out, and fireman My- 
segader on the pilot of one of the en- 
gines badly mangled.”’ 

Mr. Clark immediately went to Law- 
ton’s and got a horse and came to 
town to inform the railroad officials 
here of the accident. He says it was 
a custom for the two trains to meet at 
Laughton’s switch, and which one was 
there first to side track the train and 
give the road to the other; that imme- 
diately after the collision he looked at 
his watch and found it was just 10:48, 
that he had till 10:50 to get in, and 
allowing 5 minutes for the variation of 
watches gave him 7 minutes in which 
to get on the siding. Conductor Pat- 
ten of train No. 10, it seems, pulled 
up past the lower or east end of the 
switch, psesumably to back down on 
the siding, but.before he had got his 
train out of the way, No.9 came

Conductor 
Patten had nothing to say, only that 
train No. 9 was a little ahead of time.

Engineer Per- 
kins of the 78 jumped off when he saw 
that a collision could not be avoided, 
while Ike Cross; head brakeman on

Harry Wilson, poor boy, remained 
in the smokestack with boiling hot 
steam a)l around him for several min- 
utes, until his shoulders and arms 
were literally cooked.

He had a leg and arm cut off, and the 
upper part of the trunk was badly cut 
up, with a strip of scalp hanging to the 
skin of his neck. _

accidents due to carelessness, but still 
seems unavoidable.

Detroit Frée Préss, how easily the term be- 
came applicable to all unmarried women 
and finally became a law term and fixed. 
It is not the fashion among lawyers nowa- 
days to specify the maiden by the word 
“spinster.’’ “Single woman”’ is the phrase 
employed in its place, and, perhaps, with 
more satisfaction, bécause there is some- 
thing about the spinster which is objection- 
able. It is associated with acerbity, 
wrinkles, moroseness and general disagree. 
ableness. Theterm “spinster” is decided- 
ly objectionable to an unmarried woman. 
It occupies a ciose position to “old maid,” 
which is certainly and always resented 
with scarn and oftentimes indignation. 

Really, there is nothing reproachful in the 
term old maid, provided, of course, the 
maiden lady is well on in years. To call 
any woman old when her face is not puck- 
ered up into a lot of wrinkles, when her 
eyes are bright, her figure erect and her 
step elastic is an unpardonable sin. But 
the term \fills the bill. Around the word 
“maiden” cluster mostof the fancies and 
recollections of youth. To apply the term 
maid to an elderly spinster would be a mis- 
application, because in the abstract a maid- 
en is to the average mind a combination of 
beauty, blithesomenéss, buoyancy and 
youth. Hence, if the term maid is to be 
used in connection with one well on in 
years, the adjectival quaiificator “‘old’”’ must 
be employed to note the distinction in age. 

It 1s unfortunate that. there should be so 
great a horror felton the part of unmarried 
women toward the epithet—“old maid.”’ 
There is this to be said of the old maid: She 
has an individuality of herown. She has a 
name which is vital. It is symmetrical. She 
does not hide her light under the bushel of 
matrimony. She is not absorbed into an- 
other’s legal existence. In fact, she has 
just as much personality as any man. 
Every thing in this world is based upon the 
law of compensation. And in this fact may 
be found the compensation for the unmar- 
ried woman. If she has property she can 
do with it as she pleases without consulting 
aman, who possibly may be stubborn, or 
seltish, or mean. If she has no property, 
but has to work for her living, she is not 
compelled to spend a portion of it on a 
husband who is too lazy to work; or, if he 
is able and willing to work, is not able to 
earn enough to support two in reasonabie 
cemfort. These are compensations which} 
aré not without great value. 

In the mind of every one that has a kindly 
nature the unmarried woman of mature 
years is clothed in peculiarly bright at- 
tributes. True, there are some mature 
maidens whose minds are so contorted that 
to them the world is turned upside down 
and every man, woman and child is their 
particularenemy. But these are excep- 
tions, and it has often been said that the 
exceptions prove the rule. Not long ago 
a woman killed herself bécause, as she con- 
fessedin an ante-mortem letter, she had 
not the courage to be an old maid. This 
woman was one of the foolish virgins. The 
old maid becomes in. many cases a hallowed 
character. Her poor and kindly face, un- 
marked by a single selfish impression, is 
significant of the struggie that has been 
earried on within and the final triumph of 
spirit over matter. It takes a great deal of 
courage to stifie the aspirations of woman- 
hood, to banish the dreams of youth and to 
settle down to the life of self-abnegation 
and sacrifice which maidenhood imposes. 
The maternal longing 1s strong in the 
breast of every woman. Nature has 
implanted it there. She who is without it 
is not worthy the name of woman... And in 
extinguishing this longing there is a great 
burden of sacrifice, But this has its re- 
ward, too. There shines out of the eyes of 
nearly every unmarried woman who has 
reached ‘the old maid”’ period a light which
